That you alone, or you and I joyntly, do in- 
vite the Scots to ſend ſome Perſons authoriſed by 
them to Treat upon ſuch Propofitions , as they 
ſhall make; for certainly the —_ and neceflary 
Interefle they bave in this great Settlement, is ſo 
clearly plain to all the world, that I believe no 
body will deny the neceffity of their concurrence 
in this Treaty, in Order to a durable Peace. VWheree 
fore I will onely ſay, that as I am King of both 
Nations, ſo will I yeild to none in either Kingdom 
for being truly and zealouſly affeRed for the Good 
and Honour of both;my reſolution being never'to 
be partiall for either, to the prejudice of the 0- 
ther. 

Now as tothe Place (becauſe conceive it tobe 
rather a circumſtanſtiall then reall part of this 
Treaty, I ſhall not much inlift upon it ) I 
name Newport in this Iſle , yet the fervent zeale 1 
have that a ſpeedyendbe pur'totheſe yy diſtra- 
Rions, 30h fites me earneftly to defire you to 
conſider what a great lofle of time it [will be to 
Treat ſo farre from the Body of my two Houſes, 
when every ſmall debate (of which doubleſſe there
